to do with the Third International. 
He drew a blurred picture of some 
shadowy ogre somewhere in our 
vicinity. 

In other words, on ahoieday the 
House of Commons wasted its time— 
except perhaps while Mr, Henri 
Bourassa was speaking. Mr. Gar- 
land went over old ground; Mr. Mac-

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.. The recently appointed Canadian Radio Comm:ssion, within whose 
*. Jurisdiction has been placed cofitrol of all radio broadcasting in Canada, has 
inaugurated the first of its series of all-Canadian programmes to be broad- 
cast over a Dominion-wide hock-up of stations from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific. This first series is to consist of twelve symphony concerts given 
alteratively by the Toronto and Montreal Symphony orchestras each Tuesday 
evening. The Radio Comthission has also announced a second series of broad- 
casts for each Fiiday even ng consisting of concerts by the bands of the 
Royal Canadian Regiment, London, Ontario, and the Canadtan Grenadier 
Guards, Montreal, mF 

Before taking the step of nationalizing radio broadcasting in Canada, 
the Canad an Government appointed a Royal Commission to study the whole 
subject and to investigate conditions and systems in other countries. In 
Great Britain all broadcasting is under the direction and control of the 
Brit sh Broadcasting Company, which, in a sense, acts for the Government. 
In the United States private companies and individual stations are-responsi- 
ble for the programmes, which are financed by advertising, while’ the 
Government controls the erection of stations, their power, wave lengths. 
ete. Canada’s Royal Commission reported in favor of out-and-out control 
by the Government through the creation of a national Radio Commission 
with wide powers of control over all stations and all programmes, including 
the right to take over existing stations, erect new ones, and operate any or 
all of them. 3 

Canada’s position is a peculiar one. Being immediately adjacent to the 
United States with its 110000,000 people, enormous financial resources, and 
many powerful stations with large revenues from advertising, as compared 
with Canada’s population of only 10,000,000, much smaller financial 
resources, and a restricted volume of radio advertising available, and large- 
ly confined to purely local areas, our stations are consequently smaller and 
of low power compared with the high-powered stations across the line. As 
a natural and inevitable result, United States programmes largely mono- 
polized the air in Canada, It was realized that this situation could only be 
cevercome if at all, by the Government itself. Hence the decision in favor 
of a national radio commission with all-embrac'ng powers, and financed by | 
the license fees paid by all citizens possessing receiving sets. 

At the outset, the Radio Commission is not proceeding to acquire sta- 
tions or erect new ones; rather it is devoting its attention to the develop- 
ment of worth-while Canadian programmes and providing the hook-up 
facilit'es whereby such programmes can be heard in every Province of the 
Dominion, an expensive proceeding because of our great extent of territory 
and our sparse population, and, therefore, beyond the capabilities of private 
enterprise. 

There is little question but that the people of Canada desire that such 
all-Canadian programmes and national hook-ups should-be provided. But. to 
command the interest and support of our people such programmes must be 
equal to, and, where possible, excel, United States programmes. It is not 
only in the quality of the individual programmes that may be offered that 
they must, Successfully compete with Un'ted States programmes, but in 
their variety as well. The Radio Commission is making its start with 
symphony orchestra music. Well and good,.and undoubtedly the two organ- 
izations selected to prov'de these programmes are just as fine as any United 
States organization. The fact remains that only a limited number of people 
possess an educated taste for symphonies. _Possibly, everybody enjoys such 
& programme occasionally, but as a regular diet it is apt to pall. The same 
thing may be said with equal truth in regard to band concerts, and, indeed, 
of any one class of programmes. 

We desire to emphasize that we are not criticizing, In even the m'ldest 
manner, the initial programme decisions of the Rad'o Commission, but we do 
desire to point out, and to emphasize, that in order to command the approval 
and support of the masses of the Canadian people,—who, after all, are pay- 
‘ing for these programmes and, therefore, have the right to “call the tune,”— 
Canadian programmes must equal in their variety those which can be heard 
eVery evening by tuning in on U.S. stations. People like good music, whether 
by band, orchestra or vocal, but they also like a lot of fun. They enjoy a 
good joke, clever repartee, a real good laugh. At times they want to be 
excited and thrilled by an intense drama; they like to listen to an eloquent 
speaker upon timely topics. And there is grave danger that if the Canadain 
Radio Commission, in their laudable desire to raise the standard of radio 
programmes, adopt what we may term.a “high brow” attitude, thousands 
of Canadian listeners will simply turn their dials and continue to listen-in, as 
now, upon the enormously popular variety programmes emanating from 
United States stations. 

It is to be hoped that the members of the Radio Commission are as fully 
alive to this situation as is the average radio listener. It will of course, take 
time to develop such programmes, while it was a comparatively easy matter 
to conclude arrangements with symphony orchestra and regimental bands 
to inaugurate initial programmes, But in order that public opinion may not 
develop an open antagonism to the policy of nationalized broadcasting, it 
is vitally important that no false impression of the policies and intentions of 
the Radio Commission be created. 

No doubt that class of our population who are extremely fond of the 
highest forms of music will write their commendations to the Commission. 
We would offer the suggestion that listeners-in everywhere join the army of 
correspondents, and, while not criticizing what they themselves do not 
particularly enjoy, present their own views as to what they would like 
included in these Canada-wide programmes and thus assist the Commission 
in developing programmes, not only of high merit, but .of variety that will 
prove well pleasing to the Canadian people as a whole,

Real Economy Needed 


Canada’s Expenses Mounting and 
Revenue Is Falling 

The Dominion Budget of this spring 
is likely to prove a pleasure neither 
to the Government which brings it 
down—for budgeting in hard times is 
an ungrateful occupation—nor to the 
public which must foot the national 
bills. The Controlier of the. Treasyry’s 
statement shows that for the past 
nine months ending December 31 
Canada’s current expenditures ex- 
ceeded ordinary revenues by some 
$28,000,000, a considerable deficit. 
And in add'tion to $278,000,000 cur- 
rent ordinary expenditures, there 
were $215,000,000 special and capital 
expenditures for unemployment and 
farm relief, loans and advances to 
provincial governments, redemption 
of outstanding loans, etc. 

While government expenses run 
high, revenue is falling. Customs du- 
ties yielded $25,000,000 less during 
the same period last year, owing to 
the falling volume of trade. Excise 
duties paid by foreign manufacturers 
also fell, but excise taxes paid by 
Canadian manufacturers yielded an 
additional $20,000,000, and income 
tax receipts, swing to higher sche- 
dules, were up $2,000,000 from last 
year._—_Montreal “Star,

‘Debt Adjustment — 


Movement To ‘Enact Law To Prevent 
Unjust Foreclosures 

Representations will be made to 
the Saskatchewan Government, prov- 
incial-wide ‘in scope, requésting that 
machinery be set up which will put 
the closure on unjust foreclosures af-. 
ter consideration has been given to all 
the merits inthe case. 

The governments will be asked to 
devise legislation which will. protect 
all equities in property, no- matter 
how great or small, as it is felt there 
is discrimination under the provisions 
of the proposed Debt Adjustment 
Act. 

This discrimination, it is alleged, by 
the Saskatchewan Citizens Invest- 
ment Protective Association, is that 
inter-dependent groups in mortgages 
and sales agreements are not protect- 
ed, and in a large number of cases 
hardships have been wrought through 
foreclosure being achieved by first 
mortgage holders. 

The abuses of first mortgage clos- 
ure, where no consideration is given 
to the inter-dependent group in the 
property, is creating problems wh‘ch 
have to be solved, and the solution 
of which can only be met by. amend- 
ments to the present Debt Adjust- 
ment Act, it is contended by this As- 
sociation.

The Census of Canada now being 
tabulated is the biggest job of its 
ind ever undertaken in this country. 
Were it not for two. machines, in- 
vented and built by census officials, 
it would cost three t'mes as much as 
it will -to tabulate the informa.on 
which will be published alone, As it 
is, thanks to the almost uncanny 
mechanical devices, much more in- 
formation will be compiled than it 
Will be possible to publish. 

The. two machines are the verifier 
and the tabulator. The first detects 
errors and the second counts 240 dif- 
ferent facts from individual,cards at 
the rate of 245 cards a minute. 

The date taken by the census en- 
umerators is transferred to small 
cards by punching hoes for each fact 
recorded. A hole is punched in the 
proper place to indicate the sex, age, 
rel.gion, nationality, language, racial 
origin and other things of the person 
being counted. 

This card is then, sent to the verify- 
ing machine to check possible errors. 
The machine throws out cards on 
which conflicting pieces of informa- 
tion are recorded. For instance if a 
person’s-age is 25 and he is listed as 
a non-voter, under 21, the card is 
thrown into the discard and sent back 
for checking to correct the discrep- 
ancy. : 

If a man gives his racial origin as 
Jewish and his religion ds Baptist the 
card is rechecked. If the sex is omit- 
ted the card is shot back. The ma- 
chine of course cannot detect a 
straight error in a single fact, such 
as the wrong age, the wrong sex, or 
the wrong nationality. 

Each card runs under a set of pins, 
240 in number, one for each possible 
hole. The pins drop through the 
holes into a small basin of mercury. 
This at once establishes an electric 
current, down through one pin 
across through the mercury and up 
through another. If any of 22 pos- 
sible erroneous or doubtful combina- 
tions of facts are present the electric 
circuit is broken and. the card is 
thrown out. The electric contact in 
the mercury bath lasts only 1-200 of 
second. at “oe is 

The tabulator is the only machine 
in the world which will count 240 
separate facts at the same time. It, 
too, works w'th electric currents run- 
ning through a mercury bath by 
means of the pins which drop through 
the holes. As each card passes 
through a pin drops through each 
hole, an electric contact is establish- 
ed for 1-27 of a second and each hcle 
on the card is counted under its pro- 
per heading. 

A large black board with 240 aper-

_ speedometer is attached to the ma- 


chine. When all the cards for a cer- 
tain district have run through and 
been counted the board has a record 
of the number of persons of each re- 
ligion, each age division, each racial 
origin, and the whole 20 classifica- 
tions marked up. 

The next step is to take a photo- 
graph of the board which makes the 
permanent record. The totals from 
the photographic records are then 
computed on an adding machine and 
figures by provinces and for the 
whole of Canada are announced. 

But the machine does more than 
merely count. As the cards run 
through they are sorted into boxes 
according to the classification de- 
sired. They might first be sorted for 
age. Thus after the run would be 
completed for the city of Toronto the 
Gards would be stacked according to 
age. Then they could be run through 
that order and the next result would 
give the number of persons of each | 
sex, each religion, each nationality 
and so on in the city of Toronto un- |

The Census Bureau has three tabu- 
lating machines built especially for 
this job at a cost of about $15,000 | 
each, It takes three months to run | 
the whole of Canada on 10,000,000.

The bestowal of a knighthood up- 
on Sir Edward Denny Bacon, keeper 
of the Kng's stamps, comes as a 
j timely reminder that His Majesty is 
; Ue proud possessor of what ts bo- 
yond doubt the finest and most com. 
prehensive collection of postage 
stamps of the British realm extant. 
Begun in his midshipman days un- 
der the tutelage of h's uncle, the late 
Duke of Rdinburgh, himself a keen 
and able philatelist, the collection has 
been developed and extended with the 
years until today it occupies upwards 
of 200 large albums in charge of a 
curator, who has a special room at 
Buckingham Palace in which to carry 
out the constant work of arranging, 
classifying and mounting the addi- 
tions that are daily being made to it. 

Only a few privileged members of 
the Royal Philatelic Society, London, 
of which the King is honorary patron, 
| have been permitted to view the royal 
stamp collection {n its entirety, but 
each year some portion of it is ex- 
hibited at the opening mecting of 
the society's new session. These annual 
displays usually reveal some original 
aspect of philatelic research. In days 
gone by, as Duke of York, and later 
| as Prince of Wales, His Majecty used 
| 8o0metimes to attend the preceedings 
in person, and, on mvre than one oc- 
casion gavé evidence of hig ph latelic 
erudition by reading informative pa- 
pers. 

It is difficult to single out for par- 
ticular mention any one portion of 


the King’s collection wh'ch covers 
more than adequately the whole 
|gamut of the imperial stamp issues 


from Antigua to Zanzibar, for, el- 
though it is planned on more or less 
| 8eneral lines, it is highly spec alized 
as regards a large number of colonies 
| and protectorates, 

From the point of value alone the 
| Mauritius section ranks possikly first 
| with its pair of “Post Office” rarities 
(1d. and 2d.), the unused copy of the 
twopenny value being the finest 
known example of this classic stamp. 


|Great Britain is probably the moct 
complete, including as it does s9 
many unique items in the way: of 


original drawings, proofs and essays, 
| which cannot possibly be duplicated. 

For the beautiful and fascinat'ng 
early stumps of the British Wert In- 
dies the King has ever displayed a

From the first His Majesty's ine 
terest in the pursuit has been a real 
and active one.

Something New About Milk 


High-Grade Product Will Dissolve 
Metals To Degree 

Bossy, who rolls her eyes, breathes 
pleasantly on the landscaope, .works 
over her last week’s meal, and give a 
modicum of baby food, is a fraud, it 
seems. 

University of California scientists 
discovered that Bossy, cultivated and 
raised for years as a food producer, 
is in reality a metal worker. 

Those associated with the engrav- 
ing arts may not have connected 
Bossy with their work, but C. L. 
Roadhouse, professor of dairy indus- 
try in the college of agriculture at 
Berkeley, California, has discovered 
that high-grade milk will dissolve 
metals to some degree. 

Professor Roadhouse experimented 
with copper, copper alloys, brass, 
bronze, nickel, silver and Waukesha 
metal. Exposed to sweet milk, these 
showed weight-losses, indicating they 
were slightly soluble in the milk. 

Experiments also showed the met- 
als flavored the milk. 

Of the metals tried, chromium 
plated copper showed less oxidation 
effect than tin-plated copper, By this 
Roadhouse inferred that «chromium 
nickel alloys were the best containers 
for milk in the dairy industry. 

So if you’re a dairyman and Bossy 
walks up to you some day and de- 
mands chrome nickel milk pans for 
her product, and you refuse, don’t be 
surprised if her milk eats\holes in 
other containers, Roadhouse warned,

Blue Dye Of Value In Carbon Monox- 
ide Cases 

Further research in the use 
methylene blue as treatment for cya- 
nide poisoning cases has indicated 
that the dye. should be of medical 
value in treating poisoning from 
carbon monoxide. 

Mrs. M. M. Brooks, research as- 
sociate in biology at the University 
of California, announced that the 
effect of carbon monoxide gas on ani- 
mals could be lessened by giving an 
injection of methylene blue dye be- 
fore subjecting them to the gas. 


It was also found, she said, that | 


the chances of recovery in those as- 
phyxiated by carbon monoxide gas 
could be improved by a later injec- 
tion, if made in time. One man was 
recently revived after he was given 
up for dead.

Special Ships For Canaries 


Mary Thousands Sent From Germany 
To Countries Overseas 

Several hundred thousand canary 
birds, mostly from the Harz moun- 
tain region, have been sent by special 
steamers from Germany to countries 
across the sea. rf 

In former years the number of 
songsters thus shipped every year 
was upward of half a million, but 
they gradually have been decreasing 
in popularity. In some countries, fur- 
thermore, the duties are so high as 
to make the birds too costly; in Rus- 
sia they are banned as “unnecessa 
luxuries.” 

As early as the 16th century can- 
aries were popular. The science of 
cultivating their voices improved bit 
by bit until now they are put through 
a thorough schooling, from which 
they have to graduate, as it were, 
before being approved for shipment. 
Among the most skilful teachers in 
the German bird academies are blind 
ex-soldiers, 

The color of the birds is an-im- 
portant matter. United States fanci- 
ers always have preferred the light 
yellow type, but Britain, for exam- 
ple, likes them, red-yellow. The de- 
sired colors. are secured by cross- 
breeding; pairing white and green 
birds, for instance, yields blue ones 
in the third generation. Cayenne pep- 
per is also listed as a dietary item in 
developing the red-yellow shade. 


No Libel Over Radio 


Australian Court Dismisses Appeal 
By. Artist For Alleged Injury 
One cannot be libelled over the air 
in Australia. This is the effect of a 
decision by the Victoria Full Court, 
dismissing an appeal by Max Mel- 
drum, the artist, who had lost a suit 
for £3,000 damages from the Austra- 
lian Broadcasting Company for al- 
leged injury to his reputation, by a 
broadcast address. The full court held 
that it was not possible for anyone 
to be libelled by wireless broadcast, 
and that aggrieved persons were re- 
stricted to actions for slander.

British Columbia Considering Pro- 
posal For Non-Party Speaker 

As part of the plan to end party 
lines in British Columbia politics and 
form a union government, a proposal 
for the appointment of a Speaker of 
the legislature without party ties is 
under official consideration. 

The government is going carefully 
into the subject now with a view to 
the possible adoption of the British 
system, under which the Speaker of 
the House of Commons is a perman- 
ent office-holder and loses all connec- 
tion with any party on taking office. 
In Britain, the Speaker is simply ac- 
corded re-election in his own riding 
by acclamation. He is never opposed 
by any other candidate, it was ex- 
plained by government experts who 
are looking into the subject. The 
Irish Free State went further and 
provided by-law that the Speaker 
must be returned to the Dail without 
contest, though he may, or may not, 
be elected Speaker again. 

Behind the proposed change are 
well organized parliamentary princi- 
ples. The Speaker is supposed to be 
impartial in all hig rulings and to 
protect the right of minorities in the 
face of majorities, though at present 
he always comes from the majority 
and, in actual practise, is elected by 
the largest party’s caucus. This cre- 
ates a difficult position for the Speak- 
er as an elected member of the House 
since, if he makes decisions against 
the wishes of his own party he.can 
scarcely hope to satisfy his party or- 
ganization in his own district when 
seeking re-election. 


Send Signals To Mars 


Scientists Planning To Conjmunicate 
With Sister Planet By Light 

. Waves — 

Rev. D. B. Marsh, who headed the 
Hamilton delegation whichlast year 
photographed the eclipse in Quebec, 
says: “A group of English scientists 
are preparing during this year to sig- 
nal the planet Mars with a beam of 
light 15,000,000,000 candle-power, and 
preparations are well under way to 
accomplish this great feat. The 
great projectors are to be erected in 
Switzerland, on the summit of the 
Jungfra, On this elevation there is 
an observatory and an adequate elec- 
trical power plant. 

“By these powerful rays, they will 
send Morse code signals as well as 
project light beams, such as infra-red 
parallel beams and conical beams, It 
is ‘believed the latter will penetrate 
the stratosphere and beyond. The 
intention is to send signals for six 
months at regular timed intervals, 
day and night,” 

Astronomers throughout the world, 
he said, were to be asked to be on 
the lookout for answering signals or 
any special lights noticeable on Mars.

From ancient Papyri, some of them 
filled with worm holes, research 
workers at Columbia University are 
evoking a picture of life as it was 
2,000 years ago. 

One group of the documents shows 
that in ancient Egypt brewing was 
under government regulation. The 
state furnished a given amount of 
barley each day to the brewers and 
demanded a certain amount of beer 
in return. Whatever beer remained 
could be sold by the makers. A let- 
ter written by Apollonios, Ptolemy's 
treasurer, on May 21, 254 B.C., rakes 
a brewer over the coals for furnish- 
ing the government beer from only 
11 bushels of barley instead of the 
12 bushels he had contracted to work 
into beer.

Camp Pet Identified By Piece Of : 


Claude Manley and B. V. Needham 
reported that they were trailed by the 
belled doe recently while deer hunt- 
ing in the vicinity of Lake Namaka- 
gon. Wisconsin's law protects the doe. 

Paul Binsfield identified the doe as 
the ‘apparently motherless ‘fawn 
which woodsmen found wandering 
near their camp three or four years 
ago, and which they raised on a bot- 
tle. 

The doe refused to leave the neigh- 
borhood when it became full grown, 
and returns regularly for meals, Bins- 
field explained. Often it will trail 
cooks’ helpers carrying food to 
woodsmen working too far from 
camp to return for meals, he said, 

A piece of red cloth is attached to 
the deer to preyent hunters from kill- 
ing the camp pet, and during the 
open hunting season its protectors 
strap a bell around its neck as a 
further precaution, Binsfield said.

Cultivating a More General Love For 
Home and Beauty 

It would seem that less opulent 
conditions encourage a more general 
love of home and beauty, for the Do- 
minion Horticulturist at the Canadian 
Government Central Experimental 
Farm in Ottawa recently stated that

the correspondence in regard to orna- 
mental horticulture. People seem to 
have more time for work about the 
home and are trying more than in the 
past to make-the surroundings at- 
tractive, The experience gained with 
the collections of plants under test, 
and methods of growing them, form 
the basis of the replies to many of 
these correspondents.” 

An infinite variety of shrubs and 
plants for home gardens are grown in 
Canada, most of which do particular- 
ly well in othér countries because 
they are originated under climatic 
conditions that make them notably 
hardy.
